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SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Transportation
7-101.

(o) (1)  “Transit station” means any facility, the primary function of which
relates to the boarding and alighting of passengers from transit vehicles.

(2)  “Transit station” includes platforms, shelters, passenger waiting
facilities, parking areas, access roadways, and other real property used to facilitate
passenger access to transit service or railroad service.
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(a) In this section, “transit station” has the meaning stated in § 7—101 of the
Transportation Article.

() (1) The Maryland Transit Administration and the State Department
of Transportation, in consultation with the Washington Metropolitan Area Transit
Authority, shall jointly study and make recommendations relating to the
establishment of a program to place collection bins for recycling adjacent to collection
bins for garbage at transit stations in the State.

(2) The recommendations in paragraph (1) of this subsection shall
identify the transit stations where recycling would be the most practicable and
economically feasible.

(©) On or before December 1, 2011, the Maryland Transit Administration,
the State Department of Transportation, and the Washington Metropolitan Area
Transit Authority shall jointly report their recommendations under the study in
subsection (b) of this section to the President of the Senate, the Speaker of the House,
the Senate Education, Health, and Environmental Affairs Committee, and the House
Environmental Matters Committee, in accordance with § 2-1246 of the State
Government Article.

SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
June 1, 2011.
